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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Namiki does not disclose at 
least one of the first electrodes is formed common to two adjacent second electrodes. The Examiner respectfully points out that no 
special definition has been given to the term, "common." Therefore, the term has been given it broadest reasonable interpretation 
consistent with the specification. In this case, the term "common" is defined as "occurring frequently or habitually," i.e. it has a repeating 
structure, which can be clearly seen at figure 1 . Furthermore, the term can also be interpreted as "of no special quality; standard," i.e. the 
first and second electrodes are shaped relatively the same. If Applicant intended the term "common" to indicate that the first electrode 
shares an electrical discharge with two adjacent second electrodes, the Examiner recommends rewording the claim in some fashion to 
reflect the shared electrical connection.. 
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
